REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  I960 

To  the  Council  of  the  County  Borough  of  Doncaster. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1960. 

In  the  section  on  statistics  it  will  be  noted  that  compared  with  the 
previous  year  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  population  (+690)  and 
in  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  ( + 162).  The  number  of  live  births 
has  also  increased  (+51).  There  has  been  a drop  in  the  number  of  deaths 
(—112)  and  one  less  infant  death  occurred  this  year  compared  with  last 
year.  The  number  of  babies  under  four  weeks  old  who  died  also  shows 
a drop  of  5.  There  was  also  unfortunately  one  maternal  death  during  the 
year.  Heart  and  circulatory  diseases  (359),  strokes  (144)  and  cancer 
(151)  continue  to  be  the  main  causes  of  death  and  of  the  latter  34  deaths 
were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lungs. 

In  the  General  Health  Services  of  the  area  several  important  addi- 
tional services  were  established  during  the  year.  One  of  note  was  the 
inception  of  a Chiropody  Scheme.  This  scheme  is  provided  through  the 
agency  of  the  Doncaster  and  District  Council  of  Social  Service,  to  whose 
officers  a tribute  is  due  for  their  willing  and  ready  co-operation.  At  present 
the  scheme  is  limited  to  the  aged,  the  handicapped  and  expectant  mothers. 
Depending  on  circumstances  treatment  is  carried  out  at  Chiropodists’  sur- 
geries or  at  the  patients'  own  homes. 

During  the  year  facilities  were  extended  to  the  Doncaster  and  District 
Family  Planning  Association  to  conduct  a clinic  at  Wood  Street  and  in 
the  course  of  the  year  767  attendances  were  made. 

In  March  there  was  established  for  this  area  a Maternity  Liaison 
Committee  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  Report 
on  the  Maternity  Services  (Cranbrook  Report)  which  has  done  much  to 
co-ordinate  the  tripartite  maternity  services. 

The  activities  of  the  department  also  increased  with  Vaccination 
and  Immunisation  procedures.  In  February  the  polio  vaccination  scheme 
was  extended  to  include  all  persons  up  to  40  years  of  age  and  persons 
in  special  risk  categories  such  as  doctors,  nurses,  dentists,  etc. 

In  July  Doncaster  became  one  of  the  40  centres  in  the  country  at 
which  yellow  fever  vaccination  would  be  carried  out  and  in  September 
a scheme  for  protection  of  children  against  tuberculosis  was  approved. 

One  -other  measure  for  the  control  of  communicable  disease 
which  became  operative  in  1960  was  making  anthrax  a notifiable  disease. 

Two  noteworthy  innovations  in  the  ambulance  service  occurred 
during  the  year,  namely  the  replacing  of  an  ambulance  taxi  by  an  all 
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purpose  vehicle  which  can  be  used  for  sitting  or  stretcher  cases.  In  June 
five  ambulance  vehicles  were  fitted  with  Mobile  Radio  Telephone  system 
linked  with  the  ambulance  station,  the  remaining  vehicles  to  be  equipped 
during  the  next  two  years.  This  has  done  a great  deal,  even  in  the  short 
time  available,  to  cut  down  unnecessary  journeys  and  to  speed  ambulances 
to  the  points  where  they  are  most  urgently  required. 

Another  important  advance  in  community  care  came  about  with  the 
coming  into  operation  of  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959.  Coincident  with  this, 
the  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  of  the  Health  Committee  was  abolished, 
thus  bringing  Mental  Health  on  to  the  same  basis  as  the  other  health 
services.  During  the  course  of  the  year  a major  decision  was  made  to 
replace  the  unsatisfactory  Training  Centre  premises  by  a new  purpose  built 
Training  Centre  for  juniors  and  adults  with  limited  residential  accom- 
modation. 

The  department  also  took  part  in  a very  successful  Mental  Health 
Week  which  concluded  with  an  open  session  at  which  some  80  members 
of  the  public  attended. 

In  the  Home  Help  Services  there  were  also  several  changes.  The 
minimum  charge  was  abolished  in  December.  In  a number  of  instances 
requests  for  home  help  are  received  where,  on  investigation,  there  is  found 
to  be  a genuine  need  for  home  help  but  where  conditions  have  so  far 
deteriorated,  due  to  illness  or  old  age  of  the  patient,  that  it  is  impossible 
for  a home  help  to  carry  out  her  work.  Consequently  new  arrangements  were 
made  in  October  for  volunteer  home  helps  to  "set  the  house  at  rights” 
in  order  that  the  patient  could  continue  to  be  looked  after  at  home. 

Insofar  as  the  environmental  services  are  concerned,  new  arrange- 
ments for  the  disposal  of  burnable  garden  refuse  came  into  operation.  At 
the  same  time  opportunity  was  taken  to  bring  up  to  date  the  collection 
of  trade  refuse  service  and  to  alter  the  collecting  rounds.  This  latter  measure 
particularly  affected  Monday  Bank  Holiday  collections. 

In  the  middle  of  the  year  a major  decision  was  taken  under  the 
Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958  to  build  a new  slaughterhouse  which  under  the 
Construction  Regulations  should  be  in  operation  by  31st  March,  1964.  This 
measure  will  enable  killing,  storage  and  inspection  of  meat  to  be  carried 
out  in  much  improved  hygienic  conditions. 

During  1960  revised  plans  for  the  much  needed  new  central  clinic 
to  replace  the  Wood  Street  premises  were  approved. 

I would  take  this  opportunity  of  conveying  my  sincere  thanks  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  to  the  Members 
of  the  Council  for  their  continued  support  and  interest  during  the  year; 
and  finally  to  convey  to  the  staff,  both  those  who  have  left  for  other  posts 
and  those  who  worked  so  hard  throughout  the  year,  my  thanks  for  their 
loyal  co-operation  and  support.

HOSPITAL  AND  SPECIALIST  SERVICES: 

The  following  information,  kindly  supplied  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Doncaster  Hospital  Management  Committee  (Mr.  A.  Jones,  F.H.A.)  gives 
the  arrangements  in  force  in  1960. 

The  hospitals  in  the  Borough  are: 

(1)  Doncaster  Moya!  Infirmary,  Thorne  Road,  a general  hospital  of  328 
beds  occupied  by  acute  cases. 

(2)  Western  Hospital,  Springwell  Lane,  formerly  known  as  Springwell 
House  Institution,  a “joint  user”  establishment  vested  In  the  Minister 
of  Health  in  which  Doncaster  Corporation  has  a reservation  of  250 
beds  under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948..  In  addition  there  are 


241  hospital  beds  devoted  to  the  following  purposes:

(3)  Hamilton  Lodge  Maternity  Home,  Carr  House  Road,  of  14  beds. 

(4)  Tickhill  Road,  Hospital  (formerly  Doncaster  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  and  Sanatorium),  Tickhill  Road,  containing  70  beds  for 
infectious  cases,  and  42  beds  for  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

(5)  St.  Catherine’s  Hospital,  Tickhill  Road,  a hospital  for  the  mentally 

disordered  of  528  beds. 

The  following  hospitals,  although  situated  outside  the  Borough,  are 
administered  by  the  Doncaster  Hospital  Management  Committee: 

( 1 ) Conisbrough  Hospital,  formerly  a hospital  for  infectious  diseases,  but 
now  considerably  modernised  and  providing  accommodation  for  101 
chronic  sick  patients. 

(2)  Fullerton  Hospital,  Denaby  Main,  a cottage  hospital  of  41  beds  which 
to  some  extent  serves  as  a recovery  hospital  for  patients  from  Doncaster 
Royal  Infirmary. 
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(3)  Crookhill  Hall  Sanatorium,  near  Conisbrough,  contains  52  beds  for 
male  patients  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

In  addition  there  is  a contractual  arrangement  whereby  the  Hospital 
Management  Committee  has  a reservation  of  15  beds  in  the  Danum  Lodge 
Nursing  Home,  Thorne  Road,  for  chronic  sick  patients. 


NURSING  HOMES 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  three  registered  nursing  homes 
with  a total  accommodation  for  44  general  patients  and  14  maternity 
patients.  These  homes  have  been  periodically  inspected  and  found  to 
be  satisfactory.

Illegitimate  Children: 

During  the  year  97  live  births  and  4 stillbirths  were  illegitimate, 
representing  6.5  per  cent,  of  the  total  births,  the  rate  in  1959  being 
6.4. 

There  is  no  special  home  in  Doncaster  for  the  reception  of 
unmarried  expectant  mothers,  but  the  local  authority  makes  a grant 

of  £100  to  the  funds  of  the  local  Moral  Welfare  Association,  and  assists 
in  maintaining  necessitous  cases  in  special  homes  in  other  areas.  During 
the  year  14  cases  were  assisted  in  this  manner  at  homes  in  Leeds, 
Sheffield,  Halifax  and  Bradford. 

Distribution  of  Welfare  Foods: 

The  distribution  of  National  Dried  Milk,  orange  juice  and  other 
vitamin  preparations  under  the  Welfare  Food  Scheme  continued  as  in  the 
previous  year,  the  largest  proportion  being  issued  from  the  main  distribution 
centre  at  the  Gas  Showrooms,  Silver  Street,  Doncaster,  where  there  is 
one  full-time  attendant  on  duty  from  9 a.m.  to  5.15  p.m.  Monday,  Tuesday 
Wednesday,  Friday  and  Saturday  and  9 a.m.  to  12  noon  on  Thursday. 
Distributions  were  also  made  from  the  Alder  Grove  Methodist  Church 
Schoolroom  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  the  Wood  Street  Clinic  on  Wednesday 
afternoon,  AH  Saints’  Church  Hall,  Cumberland  Avenue  and  14-16  Acacia 
Road,  on  Thursday  afternoon  and  Wentworth  Road  Church  Hall  on 
Friday  afternoon. 

A total  of  22,723  (23,654)  tins  of  National  Dried  Milk,  64,320 
(63,866),  bottles  of  orange  juice,  6,192  (6,186)  bottles  of  cod  liver  oil  and 
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7,610  (6,696)  packets  of  Vitamin  A and  D tablets  were  issued  during  the 
year.  Last  year’s  figures  are  shewn  in  brackets. 

The  following  table  shows  the  decline  in  the  demand  for  National 
Dried  Milk  since  the  scheme  was  taken  over  by  the  Local  Authority 
under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  on  27th  June,  1954:

Errors  of  Refraction: 

Children  under  school  age  who  have  eye  defects  or  disease  can 
attend  the  Refraction  Clinic  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  in 
conjunction  with  the  School  Health  Service.  Mr.  K.  H.  Mehta  attends 
for  three  sessions  each  week  at  the  Wood  Street  Clinic  premises. 

During  the  year  twenty-three  children  below  school  age  attended 
the  Refraction  Clinic  for  the  first  time,  three  on  account  of  squint  and 
eleven  for  other  conditions.  In  addition  nine  children  who  had  attended 
in  previous  years  were  re-examined. 

Minor  Ailments: 

Arrangements  exist  for  young  children  suffering  from  minor  ailments 
to  be  treated  together  with  children  ol  school  age  at  the  Minor  Ailment 
Clinic.  The  majority,  however,  attend  their  own  doctor  for  treatment. 

Infestation: 

The  parents  of  children  infested  with  head  lice  are  shown  how  to 
deal  with  the  condition  and  arc  provided  with  a proprietary  prepartion  to 
assist  in  the  cleansing  of  the  hair.  Cases  where  home  treatment  is  unsuccess- 
ful are  treated  at  the  Wood  Street  Clinic. 
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At  the  clay  nursery  children  are  admitted  only  if  they  are  completely 
free  from  infestation,  and  subsequently  they  are  inspected  daily  and  treated 
at  the  nursery  if  necessary. 

Priority  Dental  Services: 

The  facilities  offered  for  the  dental  treatment  of  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  for  children  under  school  age  continued  as  before.

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The  Principal  School  Dental  Officer,  Mr.  M.  A.  Bassett,  reports:

Trilene 

During  the  year  four  Tecota  inhalers  were  purchased  to  replace  old 
and  obsolete  Gas  and  Air  apparatus  for  use  by  midwives.  The  Tecota 
inhaler  is  used  to  administer  a 0.5%  mixture  of  trichlorethylcne  (trilene)  in 
air  as  an  analgesic  during  childbirth.  All  the  midwives  are  trained  in  the  use 
of  the  apparatus  which  is  safe  and  simple  to  operate.  It  is  proposed  to  replace 
all  Gas  and  Air  equipment  by  the  trilene  type  as  replacements  become 
necessary.

Long  Distance  Journeys: 

Patients  requiring  transport  over  50  miles  have  again  been  conveyed 
by  rail,  either  as  stretcher  or  sitting  cases.  In  1960  rail  transport  was

Ambulance  Service.

The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  have  the  privilege  of  attending  at  the 
local  psychiatric  out-patients’  clinics  at  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Doncaster. 
Ex-mental  hospital  patients  requiring  after-care  are  notified  by  the  mental 
hospital  medical  staff  and  contact  is  maintained  with  them. 

Close  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  St. 
Catherine’s  Hospital.  Mental  defectives  on  licence  are  supervised  on  behalf 
of  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  and  home  circumstance  reports  are 
completed  in  respect  of  patients  whose  Orders  are  due  for  reconsideration 
under  Sections  11  and  12  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  1913. 

No  duties  have  been  delegated  to  voluntary  associations  in  the  town. 

The  above  arrangements  continued  until  1st  November  when  the 
Mental  Health  Act,  1959  came  into  operation.

As  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  the  psychiatric  clinics  continue 
to  function  at  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary  under  the  auspices  of  the  Sheffield 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  there  are  facilities  for  both  in-patient  and 
out-patient  treatment. 

Suitable  ex-mental  hospital  patients  are  referred  to  the  Mental 
Health  Service  for  provision  of  after-care,  and  this  work  is  increasing. 
There  are  some  56  mental  defectives  who  are  supervised  on  a friendly  basis.

The  above  table  shows  the  prevalence  of  infectious  diseases  for  each 
quarter  of  the  year  by  sex.  In  the  following  commentary  1960  figures  are 
compared  with  1959  figures. 


1.  Scarlet  Fever: 

The  cases  notified  numbered  48  compared  with  77  in  1959  — of 
these  cases  13  were  admitted  to  Tickhill  Road  Hospital.  The  disease 
remains  mild  in  type  and  there  were  no  serious  complications.  There 
were  no  deaths  from  the  disease. 

2.  Diphtheria: 

For  the  ninth  successive  year  I am  pleased  to  report  that  no  case  of 
diphtheria  occurred  in  the  town. 

3.  Meningococcal  Infection: 

One  case  was  confirmed  during  the  year,  compared  with  two  cases 
last  year.  This  case  was  admitted  to  Tickhill  Road  Hospital. 

4.  Poliomyelitis: 

For  the  first  time  since  1944  I am  pleased  to  report  that  no  cases  of 
poliomyelitis  were  notified. 

5.  Erysipelas: 

No  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified  during  the  year.  Six  cases  were 
notified  during  1959. 

6.  Puerperal  Pyrexia: 

Seventeen  cases  were  notified,  sixteen  being  treated  in  Tickhill  Road 
Hospital.  Of  these,  6 were  Doncaster  residents.  All  the  cases  occurred  in 
Hospital  confinements.  All  cases  recovered  after  treatment. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum: 

Thirteen  cases  were  notified,  a decrease  of  six  over  the  previous 
year.  Of  the  13,  six  were  normally  resident  in  the  Borough.  All  cases 
recovered  and  none  suffered  any  impairment  of  vision, 

8.  Measles: 

During  the  year  131  cases  of  measles  were  notified,  a quarterly 
incidence  is  shown  in  the  table  below,  where  corresponding  figures  for 
earlier  years  are  tabulated  for  comparison.  This  is  the  lowest  figure 
recorded  since  1946  when  there  were  22  cases.

9.  Whooping  Cough: 

One  hundred  and  one  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  during 
the  year  compared  with  eleven  cases  in  1959.  There  were  no  deaths  from 

the  disease. 


10.  Pneumonia: 

Twenty  cases  of  acute  primary  or  influenzal  pneumonia  were 
notified  in  i960  as  compared  with  25  cases  in  1959.  All  twenty  cases  were 
normally  resident  in  the  Borough. 

11.  Dysentery: 

Ten  cases  of  dysentery  (8  Sonne  and  2 other  types)  were  reported 
during  the  year.  Five  of  the  cases  were  normally  resident  in  the  Borough. 

12.  Food  Poisoning: 

Ten  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year  as  com- 
pared with  2 in  1959.  Two  cases  were  normally  resident  in  the  Borough.. 

13.  Tuberculosis: 

Sixty-one  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified,  viz.  55  cases  of  pul- 
monary tuberculosis,  none  of  the  meninges  and  six  other. 


TUBERCULOSIS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 

The  Health  Department’s  interest  in  tuberculosis  is  concerned 
primarily  with  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  the  disease.  Treatment  is 
a matter  for  the  patient’s  private  doctor  and  the  clinic  and  hospital  facilities 
of  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician. 

The  Health  Department  has  responsibilities  for  the  after-care  of 
patients  under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  and 
details  for  the  arrangements  of  this  are  given  later. 

During  the  year,  84  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (57  males  and 

27  females),  and  8 cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  (4  males  and  4 
females)  came  to  the  notice  of  this  department,  61  by  formal  notification, 

28  by  transfers  from  other  areas  and  3 through  the  death  returns  supplied 
by  the  Registrar.  During  1960,  113  cases  (90  pulmonary  and  23  non- 
pulmonary)  were  taken  off  the  register,  96  on  account  of  recovery  and 
removal  and  17  on  account  of  death,  (16  pulmonary  and  one  other).

There  were  ten  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year,  ten  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  none  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  giving 
a tuberculosis  death  rate  of  .117  per  1,000  population. 
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Prevention: 

Close/co-operation  exists  at  all  levels  between  the  staff  of  the  Chest 
Clinic  and  that  of  the  Health  Department,  A visit  is  paid  by  a health 
visitor  to  the  home  of  every  new  casei  coming  to  the  notice  of  either  the 
Chest  Clinic  or  the  Health  Department  and  a report  submitted  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  with  a copy  to  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician. 

All  cases  and  contacts  on  the  Departmental  register  are  re-visited 
at  intervals  of  six  months  or  more  frequently  if  desirable;  any  special 
difficulties  are  reported  to  the  Adedical  Officer  of  Health,  a copy  again 
being  passed  to  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician.  The  health  visitor  visits 
the  Chest  Clinic  to  discuss  any  special  problems  with  the  medical  staff 
at  the  Chest  Centre.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  finding  the  source 
of  infection  of  new  cases  and  in  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease  to 
contacts.  Where  appropriate,  disposable  sputum  cups  are  provided  free. 


MASS  MINIATURE  RADIOGRAPHY 

A Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board 
is  based  at  the  Western  Hospital.  The  Unit  periodically  operates  in 
the  town  in  industrial  premises  and  also  has  special  sessions  in  hired 
premises  for  the  general  public. 

The  Health  Department  collaborates  in  making  the  arrangements 
and  publicity  etc.  for  the  public  sessions. 

In  1960  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  operated  at  the 
British  Railways  Locomotive  Works  and  at  the  International  Harvester 
Company,  Doncaster.  The  findings  of  the  survey  are  given  below

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B.C.G.  Vaccination 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  selected  child  contacts  exposed  to  special  risk 
of  infection  is  carried  out  by  the  medical  staff  at  the  Chest  Centre.  During 
1960,  100  children  were  vaccinated  and  none  has  suffered  any  complication. 


Admission  to  Settlements 

A few  selected  patients  are  considered  suitable  for  admission  to  a 
residential  settlement  where,  under  medical  supervision,  they  can  continue 
their  trade  or  learn  a new  one.  They  work  under  sheltered  conditions, 
their  working  hours  and  their  activities  being  carefully  supervised.  They 
earn  a wage  which  in  the  initial  stages  does  not  cover  the  cost  of  their 
maintenance  at  the  Settlement  and  the  Corporation  contributes  to  this. 
As  they  recover,  their  earning  capacity  increases  and  the  cost  to  the 
Corporation  is  reduced  until  ultimately  the  man  may  be  ablq  to  support 
himself  and  his  family  at  the  Settlement.  Four  Doncaster  residents  are 
at  present  at  the  Sherwood  Village  Settlement  and  are  responding 
satisfactorily. 


Care  and  After-care 

The  Local  Health  Authority  provides  home  helps,  extra  nourishment^ 
nursing  equipment  and  bedding  etc.,  to  suitable  cases  undergoing  treatment 
at  home.  Sufferers  from  tuberculosis  are  subject  to  more  generous 
treatment  in  assessing  the  charges,  if  any,  to  be  made  for  such  services. 

Extra  nourishment  comprises  one  pint  of  milk  per  day  and  eggs 
and  butter  to  the  value  of  4s.  Od.  per  week.  It  has  been  found  that  patients 
prefer  the  eggs  and  butter  to  a second  pint  of  milk  which  was  previously 
supplied.  Extra  nourishment  is  only  granted  to  cases  for  whom  it  is 
recommended  by  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician  and  periodic  reviews  of 
cases  receiving  it  are  made. 

There  is  also  a voluntary  Tuberculosis  After  Care  Committee  of 
which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a member  and  to  the  funds  of 
which  the  Corporation  made  a grant  of  £25  for  1960.  Tnis  Committee 
serves  Doncaster  and  the  surrounding  areas  and  gives  assistance  to  needy 
cases  with  special  problems  which  do  not  come  within  the  scope  of  the 
Local  Authority  or  State  Services.  This  Committee  has  been  most  useful 
and  works  in  close  collaboration  with  the  Health  Department.

The  numbers  of  new  cases  of  syphilis  and  gonorrhoea  reported 
treated  at  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary  were  22  and  225  respectively.  Of 
these,  10  cases  of  syphilis  and  126  gonorrhoea  were  Doncaster  residents. 
In  1959  the  corresponding  figures  were  29  and  212  and  of  these  the 
numbers  of  Doncaster  residents  treated  were  9 syphilis  and  119  gonorrhoea. 

The  rise  in  gonorrhoea  has  been  maintained  and  slightly  increased. 
There  has  been  a remarkable  increase  in  the  age  group  up  to  and  including

Samples  have  also  been  submitted  for  chemical  examination 

The  three  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  samples  from  reservoirs  have 
been  confined  to  the  untreated  water  from  Thrybergh  Reservoir.  However, 
filtration  and  chlorination  treatment  at  Thrybergh  have  proved  entirely 
satisfactory  in  making  this  supply  fit  for  consumption.  Further  chlorination 
treatment  is  applied  at  Warmsworth  Service  Reservoir  as  an  additional 
safeguard. 

No  reports  of  plumbo-solvent  action  have  been  received. 

No  reports  of  contamination  of  the  supply  have  been  received. 

Approximately  43,139  premises  and  a population  of  132,870  are 
supplied  from  public  water  mains.

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  supervised  for  the  Health  Committee  by 
the  Borough  Surveyor  and  close  co-operation  is  maintained  between  the 
two  Departments  at  all  levels.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


In  July  1958  equipment  was  installed  in  the  Health  Department, 
Wood  Street,  for  the  daily  estimation  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  in 
the  atmosphere  by  the  volumetric  method.  The  results  of  this  investigation 
are  shown  in  the  form  of  the  monthly  averages  of  the  smoke  and  sulphur 
dioxide  concentration  in  the  air  on  the  accompanying  graph.  The  striking 
rise  in  both  these  forms  of  pollution  during  the  winter  months  will  be 
particularly  noted  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  much  the  greater  part  of 
this  is  due  to  the  burning  of  coal  on  domestic  fires  during  the  winter 
months.

Water  Supply: 

During  the  period  under  review  64  samples  of  town’s  water  were 
taken  from  different  premises  in  the  town  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  all  gave  satisfactory  results^  One  sample  taken  from  a shallow  well 
from  an  isolated  cottage  in  an  outlying  part  of  the  town  was  unsatisfactory; 
a chemical  sample  from  the  same  source  was  reported  to  be  fairly 
satisfactory. 
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One  sample  of  the  town’s  water  was  taken  from  a house  for 
chemical  examination  and  this  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Three  samples  of  rainwater  and  three  of  chlorinated  water  were 
taken  from  three  different  boreholes  for  fluorine  content. 

There  are  three  public  swimming  baths  in  the  town,  each  filled 
with  mains  water  which  is  treated  with  chloramine  and  completely  changed 
twice  a year.  23  samples  of  swimming  bath  water  were  taken  during 
the  ^ear  for  bacteriological  examination  and  were  found  satisfactory. 

Inspections  of  Markets,  Food  Hawkers,  etc.: 

Alarkets  are  held  in  Doncaster  on  two  days  per  week  and  these  are 
regularly  inspected  to  ensure  that  a satisfactory  standard  is  maintained ; 
204  inspections  were  made  in  this  connection. 

Tnder  the  Doncaster  Corporation  Act  1950,  Section  100,  authority 
is  given  to  register  hawkers  of  foods  and  their  premises.  This  is  primarily 
aimed  at  ensuring  that  the  food  vendors  who  attend  the  race  meetings, 
fairs  etc.  are  known  to  the  Corporation  so  as  to  bring  them  under  super- 
vision.

Milk— “Bacteriological  Examination : 

During  the  year  the  following  samples  have  been  examined. 
Tuberculin  Tested  (Pasteurised)  Milk: 

Sixty-four  samples  were  examined  and  all  satisfied  the  prescribed 

tests  (Methylene  Blue  and  Phosphatase). 

Pasteurised  Milk: 

Forty-seven  samples  were  examined  and  all  satisfied  the  prescribed 

tests  (Methylene  Blue  and  Phosphatase). 

In  addition  twenty-six  samples  of  Pasteurised  Milk  deliveries  to 
schools  in  the  County  Borough  were  examined  and  all  of  these  satisfied 
the  prescribed  tests. 

Sterilised  Milk: 

Forty-five  samples  were  examined  and  all  satisfied  the  prescribed 
test  (Turbidity). 

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk: 

Fifty  samples  were  examined  and  seventeen  failed  to  satisfy  the 
prescribed  tests  (Methylene  Blue).  The  results  were  communicated  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  County  Milk  Production  Officer, 
Harrogate. 


Milk— Biological  Examination : 

Eight  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  were  examined  for 
tubercle  bacilli,  all  of  which  proved  to  be  negative. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods: 

Details  of  action  taken  with  regard  to  meat  and  other  foods  and 
adulteration  of  food  are  given  in  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Report.
